$ The government experts are com-

one-dam idea — there is no "al- 
ternative," regardless how the Gaz- 
ette' tries to twist facts. Either it 
will be the Millwood Dam or noth- 
ing at all — and it's been like that 
since last Summer

Tax Informers 
Should Hit 
the Jackpot 


Washington. March 15 — (#>)—Tax 


informers, whose 
inning 
comes 


after the income tax deadline at 
midnight tonight, should hit the 
jackpot this year 


Officials 
acknowledged 
today 
that the prospects favor a record 
pay-off for evidence against 
tax 
evaders because: 


1. There will be $500,000 avail- 
able in fiscal 1949 (ending next 
June 30) for paying informers. This 
is five times as much as congress 
ever provided for that purpose be- 
fore. 
' 


2. The top limit on payments to 


informers, 10 per cent of the taxes 
recovered on the basis of their in- 
formation, has been dropped. It 
has been replaced by a system of 
rewards decided on by 
officials 
as fair in each case. 


3 
Oyei 40,000,000 pel sons will 
be ^subject to 'federal income tax 
payments and',' with' 
L rates ' high, 
temptation to cheat on tax returns 
will be strong— too 
strong 
for 
many. 


4. The chief motivations for tax 


informing seem to endure and per- 
haps to grow. They include patri- 
otic desire to prevent evasions by 
others, 
disgruntlement 
of em- 
ployes, family feuds and jealousies, 
and women scorned.
